FLORIDA TURFMAN WINS HIS FIRST IMPORT-

Ben Double Carries Yellow and Green of Jacksonville 
Owner to Victory in the Everglades Selling 
Stakes — Selling Race Activities. 



Jacksonville. Fla., December 28. — The Pons stable. 
Die representatives of which appear to have again 
rounded into form, scored another victory at Mon- 
crief Park this afternoon when Ben Double carried 
the yellow and green cap of the Jacksonville turf- 
man to victory in the Everglades Selling Stakes, the 
feature race of the program. It was the first stake 
tliat this stable has won at the meeting and the vic- 
tory was popular with the local patrons of racing. 
Favorites were again bowled over. All Red being 
the only first choice to win. Five of the six races 
were close enough to l>e exciting, the finish in the 
third race being especially so. Fulford just lasted 
to nose out the favorite. Casque. Fulford essayed 
to make a runaway race of it, while Casque came 
from behind. 

When Western Belle beat a field of ordinary two- 
year-olds in the opening dash, it marked the second 
victory scored by the get of Ort Wells. Saraband’s 
victory in the second race enabled his owner. Mode 
Xlooll, to make a killing of no mean proportions. 
Saraband, backed from 30 to 1 down to 12 to 1, had 
to stand a hard drive to beat O Em a length. 

Dave Woodford, who has taken an important part 
iu the selling race run-ups at Moncrief this winter, 
was again in the limelight this afternoon. After 
Fulford won the third race, trainer Woodford boosted 
him from $4<K) to $800. but the horse was protected 
ami IsHight in by liis owner. Mr. Woodford then 
put iu a claim for Casque, which finished second, but 
a protest lodged by Clint De Witt that Mr. Wood- 
ford was not an authorized agent for the Beverwyck' 
Stable was sustained by the stewards and Casque 
was returned to his old stable. 

Wayne Joplin and James Gass shipped their horses 
to Tampa this morning. Jockey T. Koerner. who 
arrived from Louisville this morning, departed with 
the Joplin stable. 



The usual number of winners at long prices in the betting were recorded on the American turf during 
the year about to close. It is notable that the pari-mutuel method of speculation provided the longest- 
priced winner of the year in Muzctta W., tickets on which paid 414 to 1, at Lexington, May 7. Other suc- 
cessful long shots in the mutiiels were Chas. F. Grainger. 101 to 1, at Churchill Downs, October 20, and 
Henry Wallumk. 104 to 1. at Latonia, October 27. The only other winner with as good as 100 to 1 quoted 
was Prettyonc. at Montreal.

Sysonliy won $184,438 and lie 
was but sixty days iu public as a two-year-old. 
There an- two chapters in the history of that great 
race horse which would form interesting reading. 
It was a pitv that death claimed hint in tbe early 
spring of hi* four-year-old career. This jiossibly 
prevented hint from exceeding the big total sums 
won by Donovan and Isinglass. That Sysonby was 
one of the best race burses ever seen in America 
is certain. W. T. Robinson, the Foxhiil trainer, 
when on a holiday visit to tbe United States some 
rears ago went to se<‘ him. lie told me he consid- 
ered him oik- of the grandest thoroughbreds lie liad 
ever seen reminding him very much of Minting. 
Svsouhv contracted some kind of septic jHiisoning 
anil died iu much agony in the presence of l.is 
owner It is 6aid that the veterinary surgeons found 
that bis lungs and kidneys were twice as large as 
those of an ordinary race horse, which explained his 
wonderful stamina and courage.”

Matter of Commissions from Pari-Mutuel Pools and 
Method of Calculating Pay-Olfs Remains as It 
Was When Agitation of Question Began. 



Lexington, Ky„ December 28. — Tlie Kentucky 
State Racing Commission was in session here this 
afternoon for five hours and the matter of commis- 
sions on pari-mutuel pools and the method of cal- 
culating the pay of winning tickets remains just 
where it was last spring when the directors of the 
Kentucky Association started the agitation by ask- 
ing the sanction of tbe commission for an increase 
of from five to seven per cent. Representatives of the 
Lexington, Louisville and Latonia tracks made a 
display of their books for 1910 to the commission 
and left the impression that they are willing to go 
along as in tbe past on the matter of commission 
and calculation. 

Colonel Young moved tbe adoption of his rule 
specifying a method of calculation by “the old 
method” that would deprive tbe associations of the 
multiplied break as obtained under the nletliod that 
has been in vogue on Kentucky tracks for three 
years. There was no second to the motion, where- 
upon Colonel Young amended the proposed rule by 
the insertion of six per cent instead of five per cent 
commission, and still depriving tbe associations of 
tbe multiplied break, which is equivalent to approxi- 
mately one per cent. This amendment will lay over 
for thirty days. 

A11 of the other proposed rules were discussed, but 
no vote on any of them was taken, it being agreed 
to defer action until the next meeting, which will 
be held upon the call of chairman Clay. 

Jockey J. McIntyre, who was suspended by Judge 
Price at Latonia in 1909 was reinstated upon the 
recommendation of Judge Price. McIntyre is at 
Oakland and will be granted a license to ride by the 
Pacific Jockey Club. 

Mncb time was devoted to a discussion of the case 
of H. G. BedweU, but no action was taken. 



DISQUALIFICATIONS OF 1910 



The disqualifications of 1910 were all for fouls committed by tlie riders of the disqualified horses with 
a single exception. There were thirty-three of them on the recognized tracks of America during the vear 
about to close, as against fifty-five in 1909 and forty-four in 1908. Jockeys Kederis. Taplin, J. Wilson 'and 
J. Glass were each responsible for two disqualifications. Tbe horses and riders involved iu the various dis- 
qualifications are shown in the subjoined tabulation:

CHOOSE STEWARDS FOR TAMPA MEETING. 

Tampa. Fla.. December 28. — With tlie opening of 
the local race meeting in sight. Tampa’s racing 
colony is assuming large proportions. Shipments 
of horses are arriving daily from Kupfrian Park, 
at Pensacola, and from other points. The directors 
of the association have chosen the following as a 
board of stewards for the meeting: Charles God- 

shaw. chairman. J. U. Stri*de and W. P. Stovall. 
Work on the track lias been intelligently done and 
it is in the best of condition. Among recent arrivals 
are J. Bryan, with a string of twelve horses, includ- 
ing Merry Gift. Chief Hayes and Profile: George R. 
Bryson with Ella Bryson. Golden Ruby. Jacobite 
and others, and T. P. Hayes with Parkview and 
Elizabethan will come from Jacksonville in a few 
days to join the remainder of tlie Joplin string, 
which has been here several weeks. 

AUSTRALIA’S CHAMPION TWO-YEAR-OLD, 

The Marlbyrnong Plate, which is the most import- 
ant race at the Flemington meeting, was won on 
October 29 last by a grandson of Ladas, beating a 
field of thirteen. He is a chestnut colt named 
Pliiiio. and is by Andria (son of Ladas and Abey- 
ance). out of Phyllis, by Trenton : her dam. Yardley. 
by Sterling, out of Hippodamia. by Pelion. lie 
ap| tears to have won quite easily, anil is recognized 
as being the best two-year-old iu Victoria up to that 
time in tlie current season. On the first day of the 
Flemington meeting six winners out of seven were 
sired by imported horses, the seventh being the 
Derby winner, Beverage, which is by Maltster— son

out of Lonely. Styria, which won the Oaks 

on the third day, is by the imported St. Simon 
horse. Haut Brion. and wo already know that Com- 
edy King, the winner of the Melbourne Cup. is him- 
self .an imported son of Persimmon. Maltster, re- 
ferred to above, is doing wonderfully well this sea- 
son and is so far at tlie head of the list with twentv- 
two winners of thirty-three races, value $48,775. 
while Grafton is second with forty-six winners of 
sixty-seven races, value $29,-335. The Hampton 
horse. Flavus. is third and is evidently going to lie 
a great success, as he has only been a few years in 
the colony. 

ANSWERS TO QUERIES. 

E. F. R.. St. Lonis. Mo. According to your own 
statement the bet was made in amide time and was 
a loser. 

R. E. B.. Chicago. Your parlay lost because there 
was a separate show price of 4 to 5 against John 
Reardon. Tom Hayward had nothing to do with 
the bet. In parlays only the horses named count 
as factors. 

D. B.. Louisville. Ky. The point in the case is 
this: Anyone has the right to limit his losses. It 

is a common practice of handhookinakers to do this. 
If you make a wager with one who has a limit you 
bet subject to that limit. A layer who has a limit 
should notify his patrous of tbe fact. Then there 
could be no controversy. In view of the fact that 
you do not seem to have had notice of the 25, 8 and 
4 limit your man should pay you the track prices, 
but the probability is that he will not do so. 



REMOUNT QUESTION ATTRACTING ATTENTION 

The matter of remounts is one to which every 
first-class power, with the exception hitherto of 
America, has long given particular attention, and it 
is an accepted axiom that the thoroughbred strain 
is absolutely indispensable for tbe best cavalry horse 
to be obtained. Every European government of im- 
portance purchases thoroughbred horses each year 
for breeding purposes, the plans followed in Ger- 
many and France being the most methodical. It is 
generally conceded by army men that Germany has 
the best mounted cavalry in the world, and the 
center of the German organization is in Prussia. 
East Prussia. West Prussia, Posen and Hanover are 
the districts known as the “remount” provinces, and 
there the thoroughbred is used primarily and exclu- 
sively to breed horses for the army. Almost all the 
other provinces In the German Empire draw on these 
districts for their cavalry supplies, and the remount 
provinces in turn draw largely on the emperor’s 
Graditz Stnd for the necessary recruits to its thor- 
oughbred stock. 

The Graditz. it is as well to bear in mind, is noth- 
ing more or less than a racing stable, even though 
it is actually a government institution. Like tbe 
English and the French — the French also have a 
government breeding establishment which is recruited 
almost exclusively from the race tracks— the Ger- 
mans never have entertained the fallacy put forward 
by bigoted enemies of racing in this country that 
racing has no value in the development and improve- 
ment of the thoroughbred, though it might seem ob- 
vious enough to the most careless reflection tliat 
without racing tlie prowess of Eclipse and Ormonde, 
St. Simon and Bend Or. never would have been 
known nor their strain perpetuated — that Ixmgfellow 
and Tlie Bard would have lived and died common 
backs with no progeny is which their characteristics 
of speed, endurance and courage could be still fur- 
ther developed. It is for what the horses showed 
in racing that the Germans paid more than $100,009 
for Ard Patrick and $70,000 for Galtee More, two 
English Derby winners, while France paid more lhan 
$1S7,000 for Flying Fox, a descendant of tbe great 
Ormonde. Argentina also has been a liberal buyer 
of the cracks of the English tnrf in recent years, 
and it is worthy of note that it was to Argentina, 
far more than to the United States, that the English 
authorities turned when the Boer war provoked an 
imperative demand for horses by the thousand, and 
English gold in hundreds of thousands of dollars was 
poured into Argentina to back up the demand. — 
Town Topics. 

SOCIETY FOLK VISIT JUAREZ TRACK. 

El Paso. Tex.. December 28. — -A good-sized crowd, 
in which the elite of El Paso were well represented, 
attended the races at Juarez today, one of the 
features being a race for gentlemen riders, for 
which the management donated a handsome cup- 
The race was won by Marshall Cassidy, son of tbe 
starter. Mars Cassidy, on CoMeskill. The horse 
made a brilliant stretch run and bis rider showed no 
mean ability iu the saddle. 

The handicap for two-year-olds witnessed the de- 
feat of the public idol. Frank Mullens, he being un- 
equal to the task of conceding so much weight to his 
opponents. After making an heroic attempt he 
weakened badly in the final drive to the wire and 
finished third, Seth proving the winner. 

The layers had the better of the daily argument, 
but one favorite getting home first. 

Hoyle, winner of the sixth race, was bid up to 
$600 by Mr. Mackey, a partner in the stable of W. 
C. Weant. former owners of the horse. The animal 
was bought in by W. A. Buck. 



PENSACOLA MEETING COMES TO A CLOSE. 

Pensacola. Fla.. December 28. — Racing terminated 
here this afternoon with the running of seven races, 
the extra race being added this morning. In a 
financial way the meeting just closed lias been a 
failure and the racing in spots decidedly ragged. 
As an indication of what is in store for a number 
of trainers and riders in consequence, the judges 
announced this afternoon that jockey Lee Jackson 
will be denied the privilege of accepting mounts at 
Tampa. The race for gentlemen riders carded as 
today’s feature did not materialize, due to the un- 
willingness of some of the gentlemen to ride Some 
of them alleged that they had been approached by 
strangers with offers to puli their mounts, but they 
could not furnish tlie officials with names. As a 
precaution, professionals were substituted and the 
horses carried thirty iioiimls less weight than carded 
All tlie officials departed today for Tampa and will 
arrive there tomorrow night. Two special trains 
will pull out tomorrow for Tampa, conveying horse- 
men and horses.

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POLICE ACTION NOT LAW IN SCOTLAND. 

Edinlntrgh. Scotland, December 19. — Judgment 
lias been given in the Court of Apiteals in two bet- 
ting appeals. The apia-Uants, John Traynor and 
John McLauehlan. two well-known Edinburgh book- 
makers. appealed against convictions or decisions 
obtained against them in the local courts. Traynor 
was lined for keeping premises occupied by him as 
a betting house, while in the case of McLauehlan 
his premises were raided anil unopened letters were 
carried off. In the appeal it was contended that 
under common law the police had no right to seixe 
letters, far less open them, in a case where a man 
had not tieen charged with a crime, and that there 
was no statute law. In both cases the appeals were 
sustained. 

In giving the leading opinion on the Traynor case 
the lord justice clerk said there were no bets 
made by persons going to the place in question. 
All the bets were made by communications, and 
tliere was nothing in this to suggest a common 
nuisance, or that tbe house was a resort for betting 
pur|H>ses. 

Lord Ardwall said appellant was a bookmaker, 
but it was not a criminal offense to follow that pur- 
suit. and the fact that a liooktnaker carried on 
his business there did not make it a betting house 
within tbe meaning of the act. Ten guineas ex- 
penses were alio will appellant. 

Lord Salvesen. giving the leading opinion in the 
case of McLauehlan. said It was illegal at common 
law to grant a warrant to search the premises of 
any citizen who was not charged with an offense, 
and a sealed communication delivered at the ad- 
dressee’s house, but never opened by him. eoulil not 
lie evidence against him. and could only be made so 
by the sworn evidence of the writer. In order that 
the documents found might be seized they must on 
the face of them liear evidence of being connected 
with racing or betting. He held that the sheriff was 
not entitled to authorize tbe opening of the letters in 
order that their contents should be examined with 
a view to being used against appellant. Ten guin- 
eas expenses were allowed in this case also.

— After the death of 
King Edward those of his majesty’s horses that were 
in training were run in the name of Lord Derby, 
but this arrangement will not lie continued next 
summer, ami the royal racers will tie entered in the 
Ling’s name and will Ik- run in his majesty’s colors. 
This week’s issue of the Racing Calendar, the 
official journal of tin- Jockey Club, contained details 
of the entries for next season's meetings that have 
lieeti already entered into on lH>half of the king.

Oi-tolier. Bath. ISibury Club. Doncaster Spring. Gat- 
wick October.

STATE RACING COMMISSION OF KENTUCKY. 

The scale of weights adopted by the State Racing 
Commission of Kentucky Is identical with that of 
tbe American Turf Association, except that no 
weights are named for two-year-olds at any dis- 
tance before August, the restriction being that no 
two-year-old shall compete in any all-aged race prior 
to August 1. The weight in races exclusively for 
two-year-olds is 118 pounds.

149 pounds; five years, 161 
pounds: six years and over. 166 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, mares 
shall be allowed five pounds and geldings three 
pounds. No horse shall carry less than 130 pounds.
